She said the erosion 
could cause the roadway 
to collapse undermining 
the travel path. Further, 
she said several homes 
are nearby, and any road 


undermining would affect | 


the structural integrity of 
those foundations. 

“As this is a typical 
rainy time of the year any 
additional storm event 
will cause more damage 
creating an urgent criti- 
cal need,” Grantham said. 
“This would cause more 
erosion as more rainfall 
occurs. We recommend 
hiring a contractor to exca- 
vate the blockage immedi- 
ately and repair the dam- 
age.” 

With the  council’s 
approval Monday night to 
declare this an emergency 
situation, the process can 
begin immediately to get 
the damage repaired.

Coffee County Landowner’s Tour...On Friday, April 1, a landowner’s tour was held at 
the property of Julian LeCompte. The tour was sponsored by the Coffee County Forestry 
Advisory Committee in conjunction with the Alabama Forestry Commission and the 
Coffee County Soil and Water Conservation District. LeCompte’s property is located on 
County Road 643 with the primary objective to provide sustained income from timber 
through proper forest management techniques with emphasis on saw timber. His second- 
ary objective is enhancing the wildlife population (deer & turkey) through maintaining 


wildlife openings while supplying adequate cover for desired wildlife species. 


The 


farm consists of 197 acres with a total of 143 acres of managed loblolly pines. During 
the tour, several interesting subjects were discussed including Quail Management, Site 
Prep and Planting, Marketing your timber, Establishing hunting leases, and Cost: share 
opportunities. Reportedly, there was a great turnout and everyone enjoyed the beautiful 
weather. Lunch was provided for participants. 


Textbook rental program to start this fall at ESCC 


Starting this fall, 
Enterprise State Community 
College students will have 
the opportunity to rent text- 
books through the on-cam- 
pus bookstore. 

“College employees have 
worked diligently to find 
a more affordable way for 
students to acquire text- 
books for their classes,” 
ESCC’s Acting President 
Danny Long said. “Studies 
show that students are less 
likely to purchase textbooks 
when they are priced too 
high, which impacts student 
success in the classroom. 
Our new rental program, 
known as the ALL-IN 
Textbook Rental Program, 
will be more affordable than 
purchasing textbooks sepa- 
rately as students have done 
in the past.” 

The . new  ALL-IN 
Textbook Rental Program 
will start Fall 2022. When 
program participants reg- 
ister for fall classes, the 
textbook fee will be auto- 
matically applied to their 
account. 

The ALL-IN Program 
fee is $25 per credit hour, 
which allows students to 
receive a significant sav- 


ings. This is not an increase 
in tuition, but it’s just a 
more affordable way to pur- 
chase textbooks. 

Presently, textbooks for 
some classes are priced 
significantly higher than 
textbooks for other classes; 
this new program will level 
pricing for all textbooks. 
While the average textbook 
cost at ESCC is currently 
$132, the cost of one three 
credit hour course under 
the rental program is only 
$75. Additionally, students 
receive a significant savings 
compared to the national 
average (47%). The average 
cost for a full-time college 
student at a public two-year 
institution is $1,420 per 
year as compared to $750 
through the rental program. 

Another advantage of the 
ALL-IN Program is that it 
allows students the oppor- 
tunity to receive textbooks 
on or before the first day of 
class by choosing to either 
pick up their items in the 
bookstore or request that 
they be shipped directly to 
them. 


All classes will be 
included in the new pro-

Focus on the Positive Bond, Even though your loved one is gone, it 
doesn't mean they must be forgotten or replaced. They will never truly 
leave you. Instead, focus on your loved one's legacy and the good 
memories you have. One way you can help keep their memory alive is 
by creating something like a photo album or memory box. 

Change Negative Thought Patterns. It can be tempting to focus 
on negative things such as the tragedy of the loss of your loved one. 
However, it is possible to reframe the language surrounding your loss, 
Recognize when your negative thoughts are starting to take over 
and change your language. Focus on positive language such as the 
courage you are showing while you meet the challenges of loss. 

Check in With Yourself. Take a purposeful look at your journey from 
time to time. Think about how you have changed. Ask yourself what 
new skills you have gained or what new insights you have developed. 
You might even want to keep a journal of your experience so you can 


see your progress. 


Use Your Support Systems. The grief journey is a difficult one and 
you shouldn't have to go on it alone. If friends or family offer support, 
take it. And don't hesitate to reach out and ask for help. Sometimes 
people want to help, they just don’t know how. If you don’t have friends 
or family to support you, consider joining a grief support group. 

Stay Hopeful. Know your grief journey will have ups and downs, and 
your life will be forever changed. You can still find joy and happiness 
again. Think about your future and where you would like to be, and 
then make small changes to help you reach your goal.
